The railroads are uttering loud com 
plaints against the government on ac­ 
count of the parcel post. They assert 
that they are called on to carry a 
great deal more stuff than was con­ 
templated when they signed the pres­ 
ent contracts sometime 
before 
the 
pard post law was enacted. Further­ 
more, the loss is made still greater 
because it has cut off the revenue the 
roads formerly received 
for carry­ 
ing the merchandise that now goes 
via parcel post. The roads are entit­ 
led to fair treatment just the same 
as individuals.

BYaiklia, N. H., Aug. 28.—Several 
thousand citizens of this state and 
hundreds of prominent visitors from 
other states attended the patriotic ex. 
ercises held here today to celebrate 
the completion and dedication of the 
Webster Memorial House, 
which is 
really the restored birthplace of Dan­ 
iel Webster. The exercises were held 
at the old Webster house and consist­ 
ed mainly in the delivery of a num­ 
ber 
of 
historical 
and 
patriotic 
speeches 
by distinguished orators 
from this and other states, honoring 
the memory of Daniel Webster and 
expressing satisfaction over the pre­ 
servation and restoration of the great 
stateman's birthplace. 
When Daniel Webster was born on 
January 18, 1782, the humble house 
in which he first saw the light of day, 
was in Salisbury, now a part of Frank 
Un. When Franklin became a town, in 
1828, it took parts of Salisbury, North­ 
field, Andover and Sanbornton into its 
territory. Tradition says that when 
Daniel Webster was born the clear­ 
ing around his father’s cabin was the 
furthest north iii New 
Hampshire. 
There was only a bridle path to the 
place, aud the house was located so 
as to face an old mill in the hollow. 
Three that have stood for centuries 
are still there, but nothing remains 
of the old mill but the dam. 
When 
'Daniel Webster was three years of 
age, his father, Capt. Ezekiel Webster 
moved to what is known as the Elm 
Farm at Webster Place. This is now 
a part of the New Hampshire Or­ 
phans’ Home, the exterior and inter­ 
ior having % been 
preserved 
intact. 
Abigail Chapter, B. A. R., has had in­ 
stalled in front of the house a bowld­ 
er with a bronze marker. The birth­ 
place and the Elms are the only two 
places now standing in Franklin in 
which Daniel Webster lived. The old 
Webster tavern, across the street from 
the Elms, which was once his home, 
has been removed, to give way to a 
more modern farmhouse!

K. Thaw’s law yers, successful so far 
in keeping their client in jail safe 
from the im m igration authorities re­ 
joiced Thursday night when they re­ 
ceived word from Quebec th at the trip 
of W illiam T ravers Jerom e to see Sir 
Isomer Gouin, provincial prem ier and 
attorney general, had been in vain. 
Mr. Jerom e, leader of the New York 
•ta te forces seeking Thaw ’s return to 
M atteaw an. accom panied by Deputy 
A ttorney General Franklin Kennedy, 
left here last night hoping to 
lay 
before the prem ier 
the 
facts 
that 
would persuade him to sweep aside 
the com m itm ent on which Thaw is 
held in Sherbrooke and place him in 
the hands of the im m igration au th o r­ 
ities. Presum ably. Mr. Jerom e did not 
know that the prem ier was to leave 
Quebec for New York to join those 
paying tribute to Ixird Haldane, who 
is to arrive here from England to­ 
m orrow. 
Sim ilarly this fact was not known 
to Louis St. I*aurent. engaged by the 
Thaw ’s to defend “Gentlem an Roger” 
Thom pson, the 
chauffeur. 
Although 
concerning him self chiefly with the 
Thom pson case, Mr. St. l-aurent is a 
resident of Quebec, a liberal, and a 
supporter of the prem ier and he was 
dispatched thither, it was understood. 
to use w hatever influence he could 
bring to bear against the prem ier’s 
taking any action in the Thaw case 
at this tim e. He will return here to­ 
m orrow to defend Thompson when the 
latter is arraigned 
before 
District 
M agistrate M ulvana on a charge of 
aiding an u n d e sira b le to cross 
the 
frontier. If Thom pson can prove he 
is a B ritish subject he cannot be de­ 
ported but he can be fined a maxim ­ 
um sum of $500 or im prisoned fo r! 
th ree m onths. Thom pson said tonight 
that he would plead not guilty and ab ­ 
solutely would not Asqueal” as to the 
details of Thaw ’s delivery from 'Mat­ 
teaw an.
